‘HELLUVA FINE PLANE,’ — 
SAYS ROYCE OF B-25'S 
IN RAIDS ON PHILIPPINES 


MELBOURNE, April 16 (AP). 
week’s’ American raids 
on Japanese bases in the 
Philipp:nes marked the first 
use of the B-25 medium bomb- 
jers on an extensive scale. 

Brig. Gen. Ralph Royce, who 
led the aerial expedition, said 
the bombers’ performance was 
so impressive that he intended 
to send a message to their mak- 
ers—North American Aviation, 
Ine., Inglewood, Cal.—that the 
B-25 is a “helluva fine plane.” 

The attacks were made by 10 
B-25’s and three Boeing B-17 
Flying Fortresses. 

The B-25, weighing 12 tons, or 
a little more than half as much 
as the Boeing, cruises at about 
the same speed (250 miles an 
hour) and will fly 1800 miles 
with a bomb load. 

Both types are in quantity pro- 
duction. Both are heavily 
armed. The twin-engine lighter 
bomber normally carries two 
gunners, in addition to pilots 
and a bombardier. The four- 
engine fortress originally had 
provision for seveu protective 
machine guns. The machine-gun 
stations may have been in- 
creased in later models.

BATAAN REPORTERS

UNITED STATES ARMY HEAD-

sacrifice for the winning of the 
war. The continuance of the pro- 
vision at such a. time cannot but 
adversely affect the morale of the 
American taxpayer.”

‘CIVILIAN OUTPUT SOON TOBE

WASHINGTON, April 16 (AP) .— 
James S. Knowlson, director of in- 
dustry eperations for the War Pro- 
duction Board, told the Senate De- 
fense Investigating Committee to- 
day “I believe industry has been 
more or less maligned by those, 
who claim it has resisted conver- 
sion.” 

Knowlson’s testimony was ‘a con- 
trast to that of Robert: R. Guthrie, 
who resigned as head of the WPB 
textile, clothing and leather goods 
branch and has charged that $1-a- 
year men in the organization were 
resisting conversion in their in- 
dustries. 

Knowlson, himself a $1-a-year 
man, said industries have resisted 
what they felt might be liquida- 
tion.

N the precedent of history, we assume 
that this war will end some day—per- 
haps even in our lifetime, who knows?

But there are some who do believe 
just that—who believe that ‘the 
Baruch formula is at best a stop- 
gap device for the very short run, 
capable perhaps of holding prices 
temporarily until more effective 
measures can be thought out and 
applied, but that for the long run, 
because it is based on an economic 
fallacy, the formula will not work 
and has a strong tendency to divert 
attention from the necessary meas- 
ures, ~ 

It is a fallacy, I submit, to teach 
the people to believe that if prices 
are forbidden to rise, inflation has 
been prevented. It is much more 
important to understand that 
frozen prices cannot prevent irfla- 
tion; if there has been an inflation 
of the currency, if money is more 
plentiful than goods, frozen prices 
merely hide the inflation and dam 
it up until some later time when it 
cannot be dammed up any longer. 
For consider what has happened 
when a merchant has to sell his 
goods for less money than they 
would fetch in a free market: the 
merchant has had to accept dollars 
which are not so valuable as the 
goods he has sold. 

He has received depreciated 
money—which is the very essence 
of inflation—and the more depreci- 
ated money he has to accept, the 
more he will seek to get rid of the 
depreciated money and get hold of 
goods—which is the vicious spiral 
of inflation. It is, therefore, highly 
misleading to identify the control 
of prices with the control of in- 
flation. It is just one more ex- 
ample:of trying to control the tem- 
perature by controlling the ther- 
mometer. |

If the price goes up, there 
will be more: strawberries produced 
until the price of strawberries goes 
down again. This is the normal 
function of prices, and where the 
needs of the -war do not intervene, 
there is no reason to interfere with

Newbold Noyes, associate editor 
of the Star and a former president 
of the North American Newspaper 
Alliance, which he helped organize, 
died this morning after a long ill- 
ness. 

Noyes, only son of Frank Brett 
and Janet Thruston Wewbold 
Noyes, was 50 years old. His fa- 
ther for 38 years was president of 
the Associated Press and he him- 
self held the Associated Press 
membership for the Sunday Star. 

He joined the staff of the Star in 
1914 as a reporter soon after his 
graduation from Yale. He worked 
on the copy desk later and as an 
editorial and feature writer before 
becoming associate editor. 

He went to France in the first 
World War as a First Lieutenant 
in the intelligence branch but 
transferred to the infantry. He 
was awarded the Croix de Guerre 
in 1918 and was a Captain when 
discharged from the Army in 1919.

They and two others also have 
admitted they were involved in 
the fatal shooting of ‘a Chicago 
policeman during an attempted 
tavern robbery: Dec. 10. 

Schuermann told police he was 

‘preparing to close the tavérn 
when the‘two men entered, ordered 
drinks, en drew revolvers and 
told him to “hand over. the 
money.” Instead of complying, the 
taverh proprietor grabbed. a pistol 
from behind the bar and began 
firing: 
The robbers fired back. Scheuer- 
|} Mann said he then grappled with 
one of the men, whom he was 
certain he had shot, but was 
forced to release his hold when 
the other robber struck him on 
the head. 

The holdup men fied in an au- 
tomobile. A customer ran from 
the tavern when the shooting 
started. Scheuermann, 42 years 
old, died several hours later at 
City Hospital. He had been struck 
by two bullets of different caliber. 

Scheuermann’s bride of two 
weeks was asleep in the living 
quarters in the rear when she 
heard the shots. When she went 
into the tavern, her husband told, 
her: “This is a robbery.” He then 
collapsed. 

After the shooting, a hat bear- 
ing the name of a Chicago hat 
store was found near the tav- 
ern. In it were the initials, “G. 
L.” . Chicago police said ballistic 
tests of one of the bullets found 
in Scheuermann’s body indicated 
it had come from the same re- 
volver used in the killing of the 
policeman. St. Louis police have 
placed a detainer order on Lan- 
deck and Dietz. 

In his statement, a copy of 
which was sent here by Chicago 
police, Landeck identified the hat 
as his and said he himself had 
punched the initials (G for 
“Gene”) in the band. He and his 
companion committed the holdup, 
Landeck said, because they had 
run out of money on their way 
back to Chicago from Texas.

ASE V-165: Sarah Lou, aged 12, has just entered junior 
high school. “She used to like school very much,” her 
mother confided to‘me. “But this' year she says she hates 
it. Her courses aren’t interesting, and she wants to quit school. 
Dr. Crane, why should the school 
subjects suddenly become objec- 
tionable to her? Surely there isn't 
@ great contrast between sixth 
grade and seventh grade courses.”

DIAGNOSIS: School subjects 
are not pleasant or unpleasant in 
their own right. They are simply 
neutral when children first con- 
tact them. But the teachers make 
them enticing or dull and bore- 
gome. Whenever you hear a child 
say he doesn’t like a given school 
subject, it usually means he is 
either very poor therein or else he 
doesn’t like his teacher. Latin and geometry, algebra and sci- 
ence can all be made fascinating subjects, if the teachers are 
attractive and enthusiastic salesmen for those courses. Chil- 
dren project their dislike for a teacher upon the course which 
she teaches. In fact, young children may go further and dis- 
like the entire idea of education, if they don’t get along well 
with their first teacher. The first year in school is the most 
critical, for then a child may formulate his lifelong attitude 
toward education. Either he will like knowledge and develop 
a permanent yearning for new ideas, or he will start the dis- 
taste for education which makes him play hookey and ater 
quit school to get a job as a messenger boy.

OUR BEST TEACHERS, therefore, should be found in the 
first few grades of grammar school, for they may condition 
their pupils throughout life to a fondness for culture or a dis- 
like tKerefor. When a child says he hates a given subject in 
school, quickly find out if he also dislikes the teacher of that 
course. If not, then you can be sure that his grades are low 
and he is projecting his dislike of being the dullard, upon the 
course to which that emotion is attached. If your child gets 
along well, don’t prime him for show-off purposes, or cause him 
to skip several grades. The social and athletic disadvantages 
of being thrown with classmates two or three years older than 
yourself are so great that they usually outweigh the parental

Besides, your 
child may react better if you, too, are on the same footing with 
him. A’ few hours of such mutual exploration may give the 
youngster new perspective and an entirely different attitude 
toward the subject.

N THE dozen years that I’ve known him, Ben Serkowich of 
| Broeaway has spoken eloquently of many things, but the 
one topic on which he can babble for hours is Buffalo Bill. 
Once Serkowich gets started on Buffalo Bill, you might as well 
settle down for an evening of it.

NOW Fr APPEARS that Buffalo Bill is due for a come 
back. Two Hollywood studios are preparing movies based on the 
life of Col. Cody. The executives of these companies have found 
out about Serkowich’s picture, and they’ve been looking at it. 
They say they're going to do something about it. One company 
has indicated that it may offer a prologue to its own picture, 
showing the real Buffalo Bill in action. Serkowich is im- 
mensely pleased at these developments and is saying I-told-you- 
so all over the place. He preached Buffalo Bill from the house- 
tops when nobody in the world seemed interested in Buffalo 
Bill. He always said that some day there’d be a colossal re- 
vival of interest in Buffalo Bill, and now that it’s coming, he’s 
two degrees above jubilant.

I'VE SEEN THE Buffalo Bill picture several times, shown 
on a bedsheet hung against the wall of Serkowich’s apartment. 
I can report that Buffalo Bill was no Gary Cooper. When it 
came to acting, he was clumsy. He was 68 years old when the 
picture was made and you can almost hear his joints creak as 
he grapples with Yellow Hand, In the picture he has a ten- 
dency to place his right hand above his eyes, in the manner of 
an oldtime ship captain looking for pirates, and then jerk his 
head around to survey the plains for hostile redskins. He 
finds plenty of them. Serkowich tells some interesting things 
about: the production of the picture. Most of the Indians hired 
for the production were sons of the men who wiped out Custer. 
Naturally, in all the battle scenes in the Buffalo Bill picture, 
the white men always win. The Indians resented this. But 
the script said the whites should win and the Indians had to 
let it work out that way. However, when it came to the furious 
hand-to-hand encounters between soldiers and Indians, the Indi- 
ans got im some dirty work. “It’s a good thing they didn’t have 
sound in those days,” says Serkowich. “The camera man who 
took these films told me that he never heard such cussing in 
all his life.

Each of them has a somewhat 
different life history, but they all 
get into the body from” uncooked 
food.

In the human intestine and de- 
velop into an adult tapeworm. It 
has been figured that exposure to 
about 50 degrees of heat for a pe- 
riod of four to five hours is suffi- 
cient to destroy the eggs in the 
meat, so that ordinary cooking 
should do this,

SOMEHOW OR OTHER in a 
number of cases this is not done, 


and an egg lodges in the intéstine 
and begins to grow into an adult 


tapeworm. It buries its head in a 


fold of the intestine rather high 
up and as the worm grows, it may 
attain a length of 10 to 30 yards. 
Eventually it appears in the stool 
and nearly scares the possessor to 
-death. The old superstition to the 


effect that a tapeworm makes peo- 


ple thin and that.it absorbs food 
has no foundation. Even a 36- 
yard worm does not represent 
more than a good, solid meal. 
The treatment of tapeworm is 
one of the easiest things in medi- 
cine. There are any number of 
drugs which will kill the worm 
such as male fern, peleterine and 
pumpkin seed. The great difficulty 
of course igs to kill the head and 
for this reason careful prepara- 
tion is necessary to prepare the 


intestine. by giving a saline ca · 
thartic in order to cleanse the in-

ROUNDWORMS AND pinworms 
are chiffthood diseases. Pinworms 
may give a great deal of trouble. 


They are very small and the eggs — 


are found on the surface of fruit. 
The way to prevent them therefore 
is to wash alf fruit carefully be- 
fore giving it to children, The 
worst trouble is that they infect 
the lower bowel, crawl out of the 
anus and attach themselves to the 
child’s skin, causing intense itch- 
ing, discomfort and, with scratch- 
ing, infection. 

Treatment should be directed not 
only at removal of worms from 
the bowel, but also from the skin, 
the bed clothes and the under- 
wear where they may frequently 
be found. The bed clothes and 
underwear should be changed 
quite frequently and boiled to pre- 
vent re-infection from these 
sources

The Teacher's 1 
Health Must

y ADIES and gentlemen, will you 
Please be watchful of 
om teachers’ health and 
—* days and do not impose any 
necessary burdens upon them? 
The schools are swamped with re- 


ports, all of which are made by . 
«the teachers. The various depart- 
ments of social welfare, war work, 


child care, are leaning hard on 
the school teachers all over. the 
land, | 
-The boards of education and 
the supervisors . 
more and more courses in‘ educa- 
tion, first aid, war services, all to 
be taken after school hours. Al- 
ways the teachers are on duty the 
full school day, doing ‘their best 
to keep the classrooms up to their 
usual standards of order and work. 
In some of our cities; schools 
are five stories high, and the stairs 
are long and steep. Children are 
accompanied by _teachers everv 
time they go up and down those 
stairs. Rapid drills come often 
these days. The principal ‘calls 
one; the central board calls one: 
perhaps this is the day the local 
—* d drops in and calls for an- 
other. , 


Imagine how the teacher feels 
who takes those long lines of chil- 
dren down those stairs, out to 
position, and back again, time after 
time; then attend the dismissals, 
conferences, goes to the course as- 
signed her and when she gets 
home at last, attacks the test pa- 
pers, or the next day’s plans. .

NOT LONG AGO, after a day 
crowded with work and excite- 
ment, a pretty woman visited the 
office of a great public school in 
one of our largest cities. She 
represented a group of women, 
well-to-do, who did volunteer work 
for the services. 


“You see we must be free for the 
best part of the day, say from 
about 10 to three or four, and we 
want someone responsible to look 
after the children. We thought 
we could gather them into one 
house. We have a big living room, 
and you could send a teacher over 
to look after them until we got 
home.” 

That actually happened. 

No teacher that I ever met 
shirked a task for_the good of the 
service. We register the men; we 
make surveys; we make out cards 
without end: we escort children; 
we do Red-Cross work and first 
aid. We also teach the classes for 
which we.are responsible. We are 
willing, glad, to help anywhere, 
anytime, when it is necessary. 

What we ask is that it be neces- 
sary, and that those who ask for 
the work consult the teachers who 
will have to take on the job. Ask 
the teachers, not the supervisors. 


TEACHERS do the work. The - 


heads may plan, the supervisors 
come along and criticize, usually 
in negative terms, but the teacher 
behind the desk does the work. 
On her falls the burden of what- 
ever task is undertaken. 


It is right then to consult her 
about the work proposed; ask her 
co-operation; get her advice. It 
is not right to take her for granted 
and pile work on her shoulders 
until she cannot stand up under 
the load. 


Teachers are a trained, organ- 
ized body of intelligent workers, 
and it is natural for the people to 
turn to them for help in time of 
trouble. We are ready to render 
our best service always. But please 
consult us about the idea first. We 
will get further and far faster 
when that ig done.

deliberately for his country. Few 


men in history have been better 


loved or hated more. And few 
have been so much misunderstood. 

You have to look at the chief 
events in Hamilton’s short and 
ardent life before you can under- 
stand the contrasts in his char- 
acter. And you have to discount 
party prejudices because we are 
still arguing, in 1942, the same is- 
sues that arose in Washington’s 
first Cabinet when Hamilton, Sec- 
retary of the Treasury, spoke for 
a strong central government, while 
Thomas Jefferson, Secretary of 
States,. argued for state’s rights 
and the least possible government 
interference'in men’s lives. 

The dispute between them is 
really a statement of the balance 
that makes democracy work, a bal- 
anced conflict between freedom 
which seemed to. Jefferson most 
important, and the national 
strength and stability which Ham- 
ilton worked for. 

They tried to discredit Hamilton 
by calling him the advocate of the 
rich, although he was never a rich 
owner of plantations and slaves 
as was Jefferson himself. They 
said he distrusted’ democracy, 
which may have been true. He 
had in him almost nothing of the 
politician and nothing at all of the 
demagogue. He wanted above all 
a strong American nation,

Hamilton’s life is a typical Amer- 
ican success story, of the poor boy 
who made good, like Lincoln or 
Garfield or any hero. of . fiction. 
When they called him an aristo- 
crat, he may have remembered 
with some bitterness that he did 
not have even a legitimate family 
name and that he had been mak- 
ing his own way since the age 
of 12, - 

He was orphaned and penniless 
and it was his brilliant promise 
that led some of his mother’s rela- 
tives to help when he left his ap- 
prenticeship in the Islahd of Nevis, 
West Indies, where he was born, 
and went to New York for an edu- 
cation and a start. 

He studied at Columbia College 
(then King’s) and threw himself 
into the Revolution, and at 20 was 
Colonel and secretary to Gen.

Washington. From then on he was 
always Washington’s -closest ad- 
viser until the General’s death. 
Washington was huge and silent 
and majestic. His young aide was 
a small man, brilliant, voluble,; im- 
patient. They must have: made a 
striking contrast when they 
worked together, not. always in 
harmony, but with a deep mutual 
understanding. 

. Hamilton died at Weehawken be- 
cause he had blocked Burr’s al- 
most successful attempt to be 
President of the United States. 
More than that, he was risking his 
whole political career-because in 
blocking Burr he was putting Jef- 
ferson into the presidency. He op- 
posed Jefferson's ideas, but he 
knew the Virginian was an honest 
man and a patriot. He preferred 
to see his own bitterest political 
opponent in power rather than to 
see his country in the hands of an 
adventurer. 


The whole transaction was typi- 
cal of him. He always put his 
country first. .When the Revolu- 
tion was over, he saw clearly that 
the Articles of Confederation could 
not hold the 13 colonies together 
in national unity. He fought for 


‘a real Constitution. 


Nobody would listen to him at 
the constitutional convention be- 
cause they thought he wanted a 
government like the parliamentary 
system of England. But when the 
basic law was written, although it 
contained very little of what he 
wanted, he did two things. He 
made the fight, more effectively 
than anyone else could do, to get 


‘the new Constitution accepted by 


the States and then in his writings 
and as a member of Washington’s 
administration he set in motion 
the ideas that have controlled most 
of our constitutional development 
ever since. 

He wrote, with Madison and: Jay 


He did not like the constitution 
as it was. drafted, but it was a 
possible plan for the future and 
he was willing to support the best 
plan in sight. This is very much 
as if Henry Cabot Lodge and Sen- 
ator Borah, in 1920, had tried to 
persuade the people to accept 
Woodrow Wilson’s League of Na- 
tions. To Hamilton a politial vic- 
tory was never as important as 
the good of America.

HEN the new government 

was set up and Washington 

became the first President 
Hamilton took the most difficult 
task in the Cabinet. He was Sec- 
retary of the Treasury and in spite 
of fierce and ignorant opposition 
from some of his colleagues he put 
the new nation on a _ business 
basis. He repudiated the economic 
doctrines of laissez-faire which 
now, after a century and a half, 
we are al] questioning, and estab- 
lished our system of government 
encouragement for industry and 
trade, 

The unity of the 13 colonies was 
achieved in spite of what seems 
to us now to have been very fool- 
ish State jealousies. They tried to 


‘be 13 seperate nations, but found 


themselves, at last, one nation. But 
they were not persuaded by Ham- 
ilton’s arguments for national 
unity. It was the quiet agency of 
business, of commerce between re- 
gions. and with foreign countries, 
established in great part by Ham- 
ilton’s work, that brought a com- 
mercial nation into being before a 
nation fully conscious of its com- 
mon ideals was possible. 

Thé greatest thing about Hamil- 
ton, after his devotion to his coun- 
try, was his clear and powerful 
mind. No other man in our pub- 
lic history ever brought the same 
power of thought to bear on our 
national problems. In Washing- 
ton’s messages. and state papers, 
including the Farewell Address, in 
the earliest ‘interpretation of the 
Constitution and its progress since, 
in our economic system, his words 
and ideas have béen factors of 
strength. 

He helped as much as any man 
to make America. In that no one 
can imitate him now, but we can all 
imitate his devotion, his clear and 
passionate sense of duty to. the 
limits of our strength. .

East won with the queen, cashed 
the king, and then laid down the 
ace, probably with the hope that 
West could overruff declarer. 
East’s hope did not work out well. 
Declarer ruffed in with the nine 
of trumps and, when West dis- 
carded a diamond, declarer had 
made a highly significant discov- 
ery. Surely, if West had held the 
spade king he would have jumped 
at the chance to overruff declar- 
er’s nine spot, since the king would 
be in jeopardy under the A Q J. 
That being so, it was certain that 
West did not hold the king. De- 
clarer promptly led a.low spade 
and went right up with dummy’s 
ace. As it happened, he dropped 
the blank king in East’s hand. Of 
course, this was lucky. East might 
have had the king guarded—but 
the point was that declarer had 
nothing to lose by playing the ace. 

The defense against this was 
simple: East should not have led 
the third round of hearts! He 
should have shifted to a=~diamond. 
Declarer would finesse and West 
would wid with the king. But 
now, unless declarer were astute 
enough to guess the reason for 
East’s failure to continue hearts, 
the spade finesse would be taken 
as soon as declarer regained the 
lead. In any case, East would at 
least have a chance to make the 
spade king, instead of virtually 
announcing that he held it and 
that a finesse could not succeed.
